It is my duty and pleasure to submit to you my 
twenty third Annual Report upon the work of the Public 
Health Inspectors Department for the year ending 31st 
December, 1968. 


There were again no staff changes during the year, 
Mrs. P.M. Norcross, formerly Miss Bromby, ably continued 
to deal with the clerical and secretarial work of the 
office. During the month of October I was unexpectedly 
rushed into hospital for an appendix removal, and I wish 
to recognise the very able and worthy way in which 
Mr. Berry took over during my absence, and indeed for 
his constant support throughout the year,

Slaughterhouses, Food and Food Premises. 


There is one private slaughterhouse in operation at 
Freckleton; and one knackers yard at Staining operated 
by the Blackpool Tower Co., for the purpose of providing 
food for circus animals and animals in the 200. 


All animals slaughtered for human consumption were 
inspected, and details of meat and other foods dealt 
with are set out in the table following:- 
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The weight of meat condemned as unfit for human 
consumption was lOcwts. 16lbs. No other foodstuffs were 
surrendered or condemned during the year, 


The number of slaughtermen licensed at the end of 
the year was nine, and the number of visits nade in 
connection with food inspection was 116. 


There are five bakers and/or confectioners in the 
area. i141 visits were made to food premises of all kinds; 
five contraventions of the Food Hygiene Regulations were 
found. In one case legal proceedings were taken against 
a cafe proprietor, and a fine of £50 with 15 guineas 
costs was imposed. 


Fifty nine premises were registered for the sale of 
ice cream. Three premises are registered for the 
manufacture of ice cream; all using the hot-mix method 
of production. All the premises were found to be satis- 
factorye 


Forty samples of ice cream were submitted to the 
laboratory for examination, three of which proved 
unsatisfactory to the tests carried out. 66 visits were 
made to ice cream premises. 


Four premises are registered for the manufacture 
of preserved foods and all are satisfactory.

Factories. 


There were 68 factories on the register on the 31st 
December, 1968; and 26 inspections were made, All, 
with the exception of about 6, are factories of the small 
owner/occupier type. Two notices were served in connection 
with defective sanitary conveniences. One of these had 
been remedied at the end of the years 
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Sanitary Accommodation and Sewage Disposal.

The Council operates sewage works in the Parishes 
of Bryning-w-Warton, Ribby-w-Wrea, Staining, Elswick, 
Weeton and Newton-w-Clifton, and a joint sewage works 
at Freckleton deals with the sewerage from the Urban 
District of Kirkham and the Parish of Medlar-w-Wesham.e 


The works at Wrea Green, Staining, Elswick and 
Weeton are all post-war developments and treatment 
consists of screening, sedimentation, biological 
filtration and humus tanks with final discharge to 
adjacent watercourses, The works at Warton and Freckleton 
provide tank treatment only, with no filtration, and 
dicharge to brooks. The position at Freckleton village 

is far from satisfactory as the Council are aware, and a 
very large comprehensive sewerage scheme awaits the 
approval of the Ministry. 


Only one village of any size remains without a 
sewerage system. This is the village of Singleton, and 
here again, the Council is formulating plans to remedy 
this situation,

All schools are provided with satisfactory drinking 
water facilities. 


Public Cleansing and Salvage. 


The first seven months of the year were some of the 
most difficult ever experienced in the district, Rapid 
development of the area with consequent increase in 
population; the continued increase in volume rather than 
weight of refuse to be collected; sickness and holidays, 
and mechanical breakdowns all contributed to a deterioration 
of the collection service in the highly populated Parishes 
of Freckleton and Medlar-w-Wesham, 


In August a new additional vehicle was added to the 
fleet, and negotiations with the men resulted in the 
inception of an incentive bonus scheme in the month of 
September, These measures were an instant success and 
for the remainder of the year a regular weekly collection 
of refuse in all parishes was restored and maintained, 
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At the end of the year the establishment of 
vehicles consisted of one Dennis Paxit IIIA 50 cu.eyd. 
and two Hagle Crushloads 50 cu.syd. rear compressor 
types; and two 18 cueyd. Karrier diesel fore and aft 
tippers. One other 18 cueyd. fore and aft tipper is 
held in reserve for mechanical breakdowns and special 
collectionse 


Iwenty three men, including five drivers, were engaged 
upon refuse collection, One man was employed as salvage 
baler, and another as tip attendant. Day to day 
supervision is exercised by a foreman under the general 
direction of the Public Health Inspector, 


The year was not a good one as far as the collection 
of salvage was concerned, although better than 1967. 
The main priority was the clearance of refuse from 
householders and less time was devoted to the separation 
of salvage, Waste Paper continued to be sold to Thanes 
Board Mills, and the amount disposed of and its cash value 
is set out below:+

Moveable Dwellings. 


There were 88 sites in the area used for camping or 
caravanning purposes during 1968. At the end of the year 
there were in operation 7 sites licensed under Section 
269 of the Public Health Act, 1936, and 71 licensed under 
the Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960. 
The remainder were used as temporary sites by tented 
campers. 


The number of caravans concerned in the sites 
licensed under the 1960 Act was 2,618, and of these 475 
were permanently occupied. The popularity of camping and 
caravanning as a healthy open air activity continues, and 
the population of the district is increased by approximately 
one third during the peak season of the summere 
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No further progress was made with the provision of 
a good, well equipped transit site for use by genuine 
touring campers or caravanners. Site operators are often 
embarrassed by the sending of touring caravans onto their 
already full sites by the police, who quite logically 
prefer to keep the roads and lay-bys clear of caravans 
parking for the night, having failed to find any other 
Suitable site. This difficulty is not peculiar to this 
area, and applies in all the more popular holiday regions. 
Large areas of land covered by miniature boarding houses 
on wheels is far from the original concept of camping 
and caravanning. Families particularly with children or 
older people, on a touring holiday, are not in this 
modern age satisfied with a tap in the corner of a field 
and a hole in the ground for a toilet, and it cannot be 
too much to expect the same reasonable facilities which 
they would find on taking a similar holiday on the 
Continent where fields of static caravans are the 
exception rather than the rule. 


The problem is of course that campers do not wish to 
spend their annual holiday or long week-end in drab, 
uninteresting or dreary areas, and they prefer the sea- 
side or those areas which, in planning terms, "are of 
great landscape value," and it is in these areas that 
sites are required. tr this popular pastime continues to 
grow it would surely be wiser from a planning and public 
health point of view to allow the establishment in care- 
fully selected areas of properly controlled sites for 
tourers rather than their indiscriminate scattering about 
ca unauthorised sites as applies at present. 


No legal proceedings against site operators were found 
necessary, and from my own experience it is evident that 
the caravan sites within the area of the Council are equal 
to those to be found in other areas. 


Water Supply. 


The whole of the area is supplied with mains water 
by the Fylde Water Board. The results of regular sampling 
by the Board are received by the Department. There were 
no complaints as to the quality or quantity of the water 
supplied. It is estimated that the number of properties 
connected to the mains is 5,578; whilst there are 6 
dwellings not connected to a public supply. The estimated

by the Council, and only 6 pairs of old peoples dwellings 
at Elswick were in hand at the end of the year. However, 
in the private sector 383 new dwellings were constructed - 
an increase of 136 over last year.
